ing with a local motel to house sex 
offenders on parole in Mendocino 
County for as much as $2,300 a 
month each. Those parolees do not 
show up on a statewide list of 
addresses where sex offenders are 


living in town. 

Six sex offenders - in this case all 
child molesters - are now living at 
the Ramada Inn on Talmage Road 
because the state has trouble quickly 
finding housing for them that doesn't 


violate the terms of Jessica's Law, 
which limits the places sex offenders 
can live. 

According to Department of 
Corrections spokesman Bill Sessa, 
Jessica's Law, intended to protect

Local cyclists take to the streets in 


monthly ride

he dozen or so 

people riding 

their bikes on 

Dora Street 

Friday night 
might not have appeared to 
have been doing anything 
extraordinary, but they 
were actually participating 
in a social event that got its 
start in San Francisco in 
the early '90s. 

Critical Mass, known 
first as “Commute Clot,” 
was born on Sept. 25, 
1992, in San Francisco, 
when a couple of dozen 
cyclists rode their bikes 
through the streets of San 
Francisco to make a point 
about bike commuting and 
the environment. 

Since then it has spread 
to 325 cities nationwide, 
and the San Francisco 
event attracts close to 
1,000 riders every month. 

Ukiah has been having 
its own Critical Mass off 
and-on since April. Like its 
predecessor, there is little 
or no organization. 

“It’s pretty ad-hoc and 
spur of the moment,” said 
Jessica Clark, one of the 
riders Friday. 

The group meets at Alex 
Thomas Plaza on the last 
Friday of every month at 
around 5:30 p.m. The route 
is decided by consensus, or 
by anyone who happens to 
start riding first. 

It's a motley group of 
professionals, lawyers, 
mature bike mechanics and 
teachers riding on an 
assortment of bikes from 
cruisers to road bikes. 

“A little parade, a little 
cruise, a whole lot of fun," 
Clark said. 

Potter Valley teacher 
Dan Holbrook said this is 
not the first time Ukiah has 
had a Critical Mass event. 
He said six years ago, a 
similar series of rides 
attracted almost three times 
as many cyclists. 

Clark said the first ride 
in April attracted more than

In March, Brown was recog- 
nized by state Sen. Patricia 
Wiggins (D-Santa Rosa), who 
named Brown the 2nd Senate 
District “Woman of the Year” for 
2007. The Woman of the Year 
commemoration is an annual 
event recognizing outstanding 
women in each of California’s 40 
Senate districts. 

In addition to being in her 20th 
year as the Farm Bureau adminis- 
trator, Brown is also a member of 
Mendocino County Cattlewomen, 
the Mendocino County Employ- 
ers Council, the Public Policy

Last night and today I have had several 
conversations about water in the Ukiah Valley 
and the bottom line seems to be that no one 
really knows how much water we have, that 
many people are claiming rights to have more 
than they do have, that a lot of the water 
"rights" are just "paper rights" -("Just add 
water!" one local quipped) and that sooner 
rather than later someone is going to sue the 
county over a development that will need 
water that simply isn't there. I’m guessing that 
could well turn out to be the DDR project at 
the old Masonite site. 

If someone does sue, that means that the 


matter of what will happen to our water 
resources and what the best use of water is in

Swiss campaign would deport foreigners 
convicted of a crime and their families 


GENEVA (AP) — The campaign poster was blatant in its 
xenophobic symbolism: Three white sheep kicking out a black 
sheep over a caption that read "for more security." 

The message was not from a fringe force in Switzerland's 
political scene but from its largest party. The nationalist Swiss 
People's Party is proposing a deportation policy that anti-racism 
campaigners say evokes Nazi-era practices. Under the plan, 
entire families would be expelled if their children are convicted 
of a violent crime, drug offenses or benefits fraud. 

The party is trying to collect the 100,000 signatures needed 
to force a referendum on the issue. If approved in a referendum, 
the law would be the only one of its kind in Europe. 

“We believe that parents are responsible for bringing up their 
children. If they can't do it properly, they will have to bear the 
consequences," Ueli Maurer, president of the People's Party, 
told The Associated Press. Ronnie Bernheim of the Swiss 
Foundation against Racism and Anti-Semitism said the propos- 
al was similar to the Nazi practice of "Sippenhaft" — or kin lia- 
bility — whereby relatives of criminals were held responsible 
for their crimes and punished equally. 


Judge finds Duke lacrosse prosecutor 
in contempt; hands him day in jail 


DURHAM, N.C. (AP) — From the day he took over the 
Duke lacrosse rape case, Durham County District Attorney 
Mike Nifong charged forward with a strident determination that 
the guilty would end up in jail. 

Ultimately, the since-disgraced former prosecutor only suc- 
ceeded at putting himself behind bars. 

Nifong was sentenced Friday to a single day in jail, having 
been held in criminal contempt of court for lying to a judge dur- 
ing his pursuit of rape charges against the three falsely accused 
lacrosse players. Superior Court Judge W. Osmond Smith III 
could have sentenced Nifong, who had already been stripped of 
his law license and had resigned from office, to as many as 30 
days in jail and given him a fine as high as $500. Instead, he 
opted for a largely symbolic punishment — the public humilia- 
tion of sending a prosecutor to jail — that he said would help 
protect the integrity of the justice system. 

“If what I impose with regard to Mr. Nifong would make 
things better or different for what's already happened, I don't 
know what it would be or how I could do it,” Smith said. 

It was the latest in a line of punishments for a broken man 
who once confidently trumpeted to anyone within earshot that a 
woman hired to perform as a stripper at a March 2006 lacrosse 
team party had been raped. 


Search suspended for 6 miners trapped 
after camera yields no information 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — For nearly four weeks a mining 
community in central Utah held out hope that six men trapped 
in a coal mine cave-in would be found alive. That hope is gone 
now that federal mine officials have suspended the search for 
the men. "It's just a difficult situation for the families, primari- 
ly. It’s tough to say to them that we've basically run out of 
options," said Rich Kulczewski, spokesman for the federal 
Mine Safety and Health Administration. 

The search for the six men was suspended Friday evening 
after a robotic camera failed to provide any useful new infor- 
mation, Kulczewski said. Miners Kerry Allred, Don Erickson, 
Luis Hernandez, Carlos Payan, Brandon Phillips and Manuel 
Sanchez have not been heard from since Aug. 6, when a thun- 
derous mountain shudder caused ribs in the Crandall Canyon 
mine to explode, shooting out pieces of coal like bullets and fill- 
ing underground tunnels in the mine with rubble. 

It isn't known whether they survived. Three rescuers work- 
ing underground were killed in a second collapse Aug. 16, 
another disaster that foreclosed a separate way to reach the min- 
ers.

up on electricity use and officials opened cool shelters as 
California continued to swelter under a heat wave. 

Meanwhile on Friday, cloudbursts laced with lightning 
unleashed downpours in the mountains and deserts, leading to 
flash flood watches and warnings. Firefighters also watched for 
lightning-sparked wildfires. The steamy conditions were 
expected to continue into midweek. 

"When I opened the door, the heat almost knocked me 
down," Joan Porter told KCAL-TV as she sat in an air-condi- 
tioned senior citizens' center in Altadena, a foothill community 
northeast of Los Angeles that topped 100 degrees. 

A Los Angeles utility reported power outages to nearly 4,800 
customers with high demand. Meanwhile, a regional utility said 
it supplied a record amount of electricity to some 13 million 
people in Southern California and attributed the power demand 
to increased use of air conditioners. 

The hot weather began Wednesday and may have played a 
role in the death of an 81-year-old hiker who became exhaust- 
ed and ran out of water in inland Riverside County. 


Henriette strengthens off Mexico's 
Pacific coast; Felix forms in Caribbean 


ACAPULCO, Mexico (AP) — Tropical Storm Henriette 
dumped heavy rains in this Pacific resort city, flooding streets 
and prompting officials to close more than 1,000 schools, while 
Tropical Storm Felix formed Saturday in the Caribbean. 

Henriette was expected to become a hurricane by early 
Sunday, according to the U.S. National Hurricane Center in 
Miami. It was not expected to make landfall. The Mexican gov- 
ernment issued a hurricane watch Friday from the coastal resort 
of Manzanillo, in the state of Colima north of Acapulco, to 
Cabo Corrientes. A tropical storm warning was in effect along 
Mexico's southern coast from Acapulco to Manzanillo. 

At 5 a.m. EDT, the center of the storm was about 130 miles 
south-southeast of Manzanillo and about 220 miles west of 
Acapulco, with maximum sustained winds near 50 mph, with 
higher gusts. The storm was moving west-northwest at about 12 
mph, the hurricane center said. About 4 inches of rain fell in 
Acapulco, ports were closed to small boats. Waves up to 5 feet 
forced officials to shut down small fishing and ocean sports. 
The hurricane center said up to 8 inches of rain are expected, 
with possible isolated maximum amounts of 15 inches. 


4 Mega Millions tickets, sold in four 
states, win $330 million grand prize 


BALTIMORE (AP) — Four winning tickets were sold — 
one in each of four states — for a Mega Millions jackpot worth 
an estimated $330 million, lottery officials said early Saturday. 

The winning tickets from Friday night's drawing were sold 
in Maryland, New Jersey, Texas and Virginia, officials said. 

If estimates of the jackpot hold true, it would be the fourth- 
largest in the lottery's history. It was known as The Big Game 
when it awarded jackpots of $363 million in 2000 and $331 
million in 2002. In addition to the grand prize winners, 36 play- 
ers matched all five numbers but not the Mega Ball number. 
They will receive second prizes of $250,000 each. 

Another 215 players matched four numbers, plus the Mega 
Ball number — good for third prizes of $10,000 each. 


Texas town abuzz over reports that 
mythical *chupacabras' in their midst 


CUERO, Texas (AP) — Phylis Canion lived in Africa for 
four years. She's been a hunter all her life and has the mounted 
heads of a zebra and other exotic animals in her house to prove 
it. But the roadkill she found last month outside her ranch was 
a new one even for her, worth putting in a freezer hidden from 
curious onlookers: Canion believes she may have the head of 
the mythical, bloodsucking chupacabra. 

“It is one ugly creature," Canion said, holding the head of the 
mammal, which has big ears, large fanged teeth and grayish- 
blue, mostly hairless skin. 

Canion and some of her neighbors discovered the 40-pound 
bodies of three of the animals over four days in July outside her 
ranch in Cuero, 80 miles southeast of San Antonio. 

Canion said she saved the head of the one she found so she 
can get to the bottom of its ancestry through DNA testing and 
then mount it for posterity. She suspects, as have many rural 
denizens over the years, that a chupacabra may have killed as 
many as 26 of her chickens in the past couple of years. 

“Гуе seen a lot of nasty stuff. Гуе never seen anything like 
this," she said.

Sen. Craig resigns in storm over 
sex Sting in airport men’s room

BOISE, Idaho — In a sub- 
dued ending to a week of star- 
tling political theater, Sen. 
Larry Craig announced his 
resignation Saturday, bowing 
to pressure from fellow 
Republicans worried about 
damage from his arrest and 
guilty plea in a gay sex sting. 

“I apologize for what I 
have caused," Craig said, his 
wife Suzanne and two of their 
three children at his side with 
a historic Boise train station 
as backdrop. "I am deeply 
sorry." 

Craig, 62, said he would 
resign effective Sept. 30, end- 
ing a career in Congress span- 
ning a quarter-century. 

Making no specific men- 
tion of the incident that trig- 
gered his disgrace in his 


remarks, he spoke for under 
six minutes and took no ques- 
tions. 

Among those attending 
was Republican Gov. C.L. 
"Butch" Otter, who will 
appoint a successor for the 
remaining 15 months of 
Craig's term. It was a relative- 
ly quick end to a drama that 
began Monday with the stun- 
ning disclosure that Craig had 
pleaded guilty to a reduced 
charge following his arrest 
June 11 in a Minneapolis air- 
port men's room. 

Craig at first tried to hold 
on to his position, contending 
in a public appearance on 
Tuesday that he had done 
nothing inappropriate and 
that his only mistake was 
pleading guilty Aug. 1 to the 
misdemeanor charge.

ITY SPRINKLER ORDINANCE MAY WASH 
OUT BLUE SHIELD DEAL. Sprinkler systems 
may provide Ukiah with better fire protection 
without additional manpower costs, but they 
might cost the city about 100 jobs. 

That was the bad news presented to the Ukiah City Council 
by realtor Jack Cox, who has been working with the San 
Francisco Bay Area’s Blue Shield for about three months on a 
possible relocation move to the Ukiah area. 

The good news at last night’s meeting included rollbacks in 
city electric rates for all Ukiah residents, the settlement of 
long negotiations over pay for city employees and a council 
move to save trees. 

..Cox avoided going into complete detail on the package 
he had assembled — which included property he owned or had 
interest in on Orchard Avenue across the street from AAA — 
for business reasons. He admitted that others in the 
community might be able to come up with a better offer. 

“But there isn't time," he said, explaining that Blue Shield 
wanted his offer immediately and a decision would be made 
within days. 

Cox told the council he had already cut his package to the 
bare bones and was, in fact, unsure whether he would be able 
to build to Blue Shield specifications for the price, believed to 
be about 30 cents per square foot. 

He told the council that without some help, the city might 
not be able to successfully compete with other communities 
for Blue Shield's business. 

He asked the council to consider dropping its requirements 
for sprinklers, estimated to add about $25,000 to construction 
costs. He pointed out that the sprinkler requirement was a city 
ordinance, not state law. 

.. Though councilmembers all favored the move and the 
jobs it would bring to the area, they found they could not 
consider waiving the sprinkler requirement, established in 
1976 as a means of keeping fire manpower costs lower.

SUNDAY BLAZE HITS FRUIT SHED, LOSS SET AT 
$35,000. More than $35,000 damage was caused Sunday 
night by a fire which broke out at the A. F. Moulton fruit 
packing sheds at Hopland. 

The blaze, which was discovered at 8:15 p.m., already had 
a good start before firemen were summoned. 

Assisted by dry weather and a slight breeze the spectacular 
blaze spread quickly and leveled the rear of one loading 
platform before it was brought under control two hours later 
by the combined efforts of the Hopland Fire Department, five 
rigs from the forestry service, and a pumper sent down from 
Ukiah. 

The packing shed was used as a receiving depot for Hunt 
Brothers Foods and Van Camps, but has not seen service for 
fruit packing for some time. It was built in 1928 by Sanel 
Valley fruit growers and was operated by them until the 
company was disbanded in 1937.

A-BLAST TESTS NERVE SURVIVAL OF 
PARATROOPERS. ATOMIC TEST SITE, Nev. (UP) – 
Scientists today studied results of an atomic blast which 
knocked the helmets off unsheltered paratroopers stationed 2 
3/4 miles from ground zero at the Nevada Proving Grounds. 

More than 100 soldiers from the 82nd Airborne Division at 
Fort Bragg, N.C. Monday lay face down as the blast, called 
Galileo, was fired from a 500-foot tower. The human “nerve 
survival" experiment marked the first time that American 
soldiers were placed so close to ground zero without the 
protection of trenches or concrete shelters. 

The shot, equal to the power of 10,000 tons of TNT, was 
the 16th in the current series. The Atomic Energy Commission 
slated the next test for Friday. 

The AEC said the troops weathered the blast like “old 
veterans of nuclear warfare.” Following the detonation, the 
troops leaped into action and ran through a short obstacle 
course carrying full-combat gear. 

Scientists said that the shock wave “blew” the helmets off 
some of the troops. However, they said no casualties were 
reported. 

The troops were commanded by Capt. William Stovall, of 
Lexington, Ky. He said, “It was a nasty shock at that 
distance.” 

The blast kicked up a gigantic dust storm that covered the 
troops and newsmen viewing the shot from News Nob, eight 
miles from the tower. The kick from the blast was about half 
the size of the bombs dropped on Hiroshima and Nagasaki.

Our education program car- 
ries on the legacy of Grace 
Hudson's mother, Helen 
McCowen Carpenter. 
Unusually well educated for a 
woman of her time, Helen 
graduated from the 
Bloomingdale Quaker 
Academy with a teaching cre- 
dential. In 1855, as a young 
woman, she moved with her 
family to Kansas Territory, 
where she taught school and 
met her future husband, 
Aurelius Ormando Carpenter. 
After the newly married cou- 
ple moved west to Potter 
Valley, Helen became the first 
teacher certified by the new 
County Board of Education, 
working as such for nearly a 
decade. 


In her memoirs, though, 
Helen noted that getting certi- 
fied by the new board was not 
much of an accomplishment. 
“Teachers were scarce,” she 
wrote, and “it was argued that 
‘A poor teacher was better 
than none,’ and that ‘Any of 
the applicants could teach the

children something,’ [50, 
teaching] certificates were 
given to all the applicants — 
there were no failures. [...] 
The well known jovial wit, 
Mr. Jerry Donohue, enjoyed 
telling of a school he taught in 
Anderson Valley, when a 
young man. The trustees as a 
final question asked, ‘How do 
you teach geography, Mr. 
Donohue, that the world is 
round or flat?’ Without a 
moment’s hesitation, he 
answered, ‘I can teach it either 
way, I have no prejudices.’ 
“Well, then, teach it flat.’ “Flat, 
she goes,’ was his response, 
and the school was his. 

Helen recalled that during 
her days as a teacher in the 
new pioneer settlement in 
Potter Valley, “there was no 
school house, Mr. Henry 
Randlett and his most 
estimable wife moved their 
beds to the garret, and gave 
one half of the ground floor of 


their dwelling [over to be] a 
school room. So far as the 
teacher and children were 
concerned, the arrangement 
was most satisfactory and the 
associations are fondly 
remembered [...] The teach- 
ing was mostly oral, and the 
little minds were found very 
receptive, mastering the mul- 
tiplication table, the tables for 
weights and measures, with 
geography, mental arithmetic, 
familiar science, etc, thrown 
in. Along the stream [that 
flowed] near the [front] door, 
they fashioned all manner of 
land and water possibilities, 
constructed boats that were 
labeled with exports and 
imports from the foreign 
countries etc. All together, so 
much sport was had that it was 
not until years later that they 
realized how much they were 
learning at the time.” I hope 
today’s students can say the 
same thing in later years. 
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Bush unveils modest mortgage proposals to avert defaults 


Democrats say they 
don't go far enough

WASHINGTON (AP) 
President Bush on Friday announced 
a set of modest proposals to deal 
with an alarming rise in mortgage 
defaults. 

“It’s not the government's job to 
bail out speculators or those who 
made the decision to buy a home 
they knew they could never afford," 
Bush said in the Rose Garden. “Yet 
there are many American homeown- 
ers who could get through this diffi- 
cult time with a little flexibility from 
their lenders or a little help from 
their government." 

With Treasury Secretary Henry 
Paulson at his side, Bush insisted the 
economy was strong and could 
weather market turbulence. But he 
did not repeat his forecast of Aug. 8, 
that the economy was headed for a 
"soft landing." The next day, finan- 
cial markets went into a significant 
swoon, sparked by the announce- 
ment by France's largest bank that it 
was halting redemptions in three 
large investment funds. 

That disclosure sent shock waves 
through the global financial system 
because it indicated problems from 
rising defaults оп subprime mort- 
gages in the United States — mort- 
gages packaged and sold to investors 
worldwide — were more far-reach- 
ing than realized. 

Bush's proposals unveiled Friday 
are designed to help combat those 
defaults. They would make it easier 
for borrowers now holding 
adjustable rate mortgages that are 
resetting to higher monthly payments 
to refinance those loans using the 
resources of the Federal Housing 
Administration. The FHA is a 
Depression-era agency created to 


help low and moderate-income 


Americans afford homes. 
Under the Bush proposal, which 


FHA officials said would take effect 
immediately, an estimated 60,000 
homeowners who have fallen behind 
on payments because their mort- 
gages have reset would be able to 
refinance with FHA-insured loans. 
That marks a significant change 
because FHA does not now insure 
refinanced loans from borrowers 
who are currently delinquent. 

"This means that many families 
who are struggling now will be able 
to refinance their loans, meet their 
monthly payments and keep their 
homes," Bush said. 

To qualify for the new program, 
being called FHA Secure, a borrower 
will have to prove the original loan 
was being repaid until it reset to a 
higher rate and they must have 3 per- 
cent equity in the home. The FHA 
does not supply the mortgage loan 
but it guarantees loans extended by 
banks and other lenders. 

Currently, the maximum loan the 
FHA can guarantee in most states is 
$202,000 although that can rise to 
$362,000 in high-cost states such as 
California and New York. The 
administration is supporting FHA 
overhaul legislation to lift those lim- 
its. 

FHA officials said another 20,000 
people would be helped by a new 
type of risk-based pricing for its loan 
guarantees that will let lower income 
mortgage holders qualify by paying 
slightly higher premiums. This 
change, which will require the FHA 
to change its rules, is expected to 
take effect early next year after a 
public comment period. 

The 80,000 additional people who 
would qualify for FHA loan guaran- 
tees under the proposed changes 
Bush announced would still be a tiny 
portion of an estimated 2 million

homeowners whose adjustable rate 
mortgages are scheduled to reset at 
higher rates by the end of 2008. Of 
those 2 million loans that will reset, 
FHA estimates that 500,000 could go 
into foreclosure. The new programs 
plus current FHA programs could 
help about half of those 500,000 
loans be refinanced, officials said. 
As another part of his mortgage 
package, Bush said he would support 
legislation pending in Congress that 
would temporarily change tax law to 
let homeowners avoid paying taxes 
on forgiven debt in loans being 
restructured by financial institutions.

Sen. Debbie Stabenow, a Democrat 
from Michigan, a state particularly 
hardhit by foreclosures because of 
auto industry layoffs, is sponsoring 
that legislation. 

Bush’s proposals follow a number 
of measures already introduced in 
Congress to deal with the mortgage 
lending crisis. Many Democrats said 
while they welcomed Bush’s ideas, 
they felt they did not go far enough 
and should be modified to help more 
people. 

“These are welcome steps, but the 
president’s proposal does not go far 
enough,” said Sen. Barack Obama of 


Illinois and a Democratic presiden- 
tial candidate. “I have called for a 
plan that will help far more strug- 
gling borrowers avoid foreclosure.” 

Sen. Christopher Dodd, another 
Democratic presidential candidate 
and chairman of the Senate Banking 
Committee, said, “For too long this 
president has sat on his hands as 
families were losing their homes.” 

Many Democrats said the admin- 
istration must go further by support- 
ing their proposals to lift the current 
cap on how many home loans mort- 
gage giants Fannie Mae and Freddie 
Mac can hold in their portfolios and 
by lifting the current cap on so-called 
jumbo loans that Fannie and Freddie 
would be able to purchase. 

Sen. Charles Schumer, D-N.Y., 
said he believed Bush’s announce- 
ment Friday represented a major ide- 
ological shift for the administration, 
which has generally favored free- 
market solutions to problems rather 
than increased government involve- 
ment. 

“The president has gotten out of 
his ideological straitjacket and seen 
that in times of crisis, one of the jobs 
of government is to help,” Schumer 
told reporters at a Capitol Hill news 
conference. 

Bush also urged Congress to mod- 
ernize and improve the FHA so more 
homeowners could qualify for the 
mortgage insurance the agency pro- 
vides, saying, “I look forward to 
signing a bill as quickly as possible.” 
Last year the House passed legisla- 
tion to modernize FHA, but 
Congress has not yet sent a bill to the 
White House.

SAN FRANCISCO — The 
Social Security Administra- 
tion cannot start sending out 
letters to employers next week 
containing notification of 
more serious penalties for 
knowingly hiring illegal 
immigrants, a federal judge 
ruled Friday. 

Ruling on a lawsuit by the 
nation's largest federation of 
labor unions against the U.S. 
government, U.S. District 
Judge Maxine Chesney grant- 
ed a temporary restraining 
order prohibiting the so-called 
“no-match” letters from going 
out as planned starting 
Tuesday. 

The AFL-CIO lawsuit, filed 
this week, claims that new 
Department of Homeland 
Security rules outlined in 
accompanying letters threaten 
to violate workers' rights and 
unfairly burden employers. 
Chesney said the court needs 
“breathing room" before mak- 
ing any decision on the legali- 
ty of new penalties aimed at 
cracking down on the hiring 
of illegal immigrants. 

She set the next hearing on 
the matter for Oct. 1. 


Administration has sent out 
"no-match" letters for more 
than two decades warning 
employers of discrepancies in 
the information the govern- 
ment has on their workers. 
Employers often brushed 
aside the letters, and the small 
fines that sometimes were 
incurred, as a cost of doing 
business. 

But this year, those letters 
wil be accompanied by 
notices from the Department 
of Homeland Security outlin- 
ing strict new requirements 
for employers to resolve those 
discrepancies within 90 days 
or face fines or criminal pros- 
ecution, if they're deemed to 


immigrants. 

The judge's ruling Friday 
temporarily prohibits the gov- 
ernment from enforcing the 
new rules, which were sched- 
uled to take effect Sept. 14. 

Laura Keehner, a 
Department of Homeland 
Security spokeswoman, said 
the agency was disappointed 
by the decision but expects to 
prevail once the court hears its 
full arguments. 

"We'll continue to uphold 
the law," Keehner said late 
Friday. “We’ll continue our 
enforcement efforts, and we'll 
continue to X discourage 
employers who flagrantly dis- 
regard immigration laws.

A GAS PLANT FOR UKIAH. 
ORGANIZATION OF THE COMPANY IS 
NOW AN ASSURED FACT. Ukiah is to have 
a gas plant in the near future. Senator 
Caldwell was here this week from Los 
Angeles looking into the matter and he thinks 
a company will soon be organized in this city. 
He says that every town in the country nearly 
the size of Ukiah has a gas plant. Ukiah 
certainly needs a gas plant. The wood 
question is now getting to be quite a problem 
as it costs six dollars a cord. It costs quite a 
good deal for fuel and in the summer time it 
is very warm when cooking on a wood stove. 

If a gas plant were put in here fuel could be 
secured for about $1.50 a thousand cubic feet, 
reducing the cost of fuel to $3 per month 
instead of six dollars which it now costs at the 
present price of wood. Gas is cleaner, more 
convenient and cheaper. In summer time it 
would be a great boon to house wives. In 
climates much colder than this gas is used for 
heating purposes in winter, gas stoves being 
provided for the purpose which heat up the 
rooms quicker, and at less expense than wood.

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Housing slump hurting California's 
workers, threatens economic recovery

SACRAMENTO — The 
deepening housing slump is 
hurting California's job mar- 
ket and threatens to jeopardize 
the economic progress work- 
ers have seen over the last few 
years, according to a new 
report released today. 

The fallout from the mort- 
gage crisis comes on the heels 
of Census Bureau data that 
showed California's median 
income rose to $55,318 in 
2006, up $1,866 from the pre- 
vious year and about 2.8 per- 
cent from 2001 when adjusted 
for inflation, the California 
Budget Project reported in a 
survey timed to coincide with 
the Labor Day holiday. 


The report — “Labor Day 
2007: California's Workers 
Face a Mix of Promising and 
Troubling Trends" — also 
found fewer Californians liv- 
ing below the federal poverty 
line: 12.2 percent in 2006, 
compared with 13.2 percent 
the previous year. 


But industries tied to the 
housing market — a major 


driver of California's job 
growth over the last few years 
— “have lost jobs during the 
past year and recent develop- 
ments suggest that the decline 
has yet to bottom out," the 
study found. 

The nonpartisan group also 
noted that highly paid workers 
have benefited most from the 
economic recovery. Thanks to 
a robust stock market, high- 
end workers supplemented 
their wages with strong 
investment income. Low-end 
wage earners, however, have 
seen their buying power 
decline. 

“Га say maybe a third of 
the increase we saw in median 
household income comes 
from interest in dividend pay- 
ments," said Jean Ross, exec- 
utive director of the California 
Budget Project. 


California already lost 
17,000 housing-related jobs 
between July 2006 and 2007 
— even before the most dra- 
matic effects of the home- 
lending crisis hit the market. 

"Lenders have imposed 
stricter standards on home 


buyers in response to a sharp 
rise in the number of home- 
owners defaulting on their 
mortgages. This will make it 
harder for potential homebuy- 
ers to purchase homes and 
could cause demand for hous- 
ing to wane further," the 
report noted. 

Recent trends threaten to 
curtail progress even further. 
The state's unemployment 
rate has increased dramatical- 
ly, rising to 5.3 percent in July. 
The U.S. unemployment rate 
has also risen, but it climbed 
to just 4.6 percent in July, up 
from 4.4 percent in March. 

Still, Ross noted that 
California has seen stronger 
gains in poverty reduction 
over the last five years than 
the rest of the nation — a 
trend she hopes continues. 

“T think it does speak to the 
fact that California, while we 
saw some considerable chal- 
lenges, still is a great place to 
live and a great place to be," 
she said.

Jan Cole Wilson, attorney for Richard 
Peacock, convicted of attempted murder of 
Alan Simon and now serving a 71-year 
prison sentence, is appalled that the District 
Attorney has dropped all charges against 
Kenneth Rogers in return for a plea to 
being an "accessory after the fact." Mr. 
Rogers has been facing multiple felony 
charges including conspiracy to commit 
murder, attempted murder, possession of 
marijuana with intent to sell, and illegal 
firearms possession. The only 
evidence District Attorneys Vroman and 
Lintott could produce linking Rogers 
to Peacock's shooting of a 22 caliber pistol 
at Simon was an allegation that the gun 
was stolen some 20 years ago by Mr. 
Rogers and then provided for the "hit"; the 
DA has no witnesses or strong circumstan- 
tial evidence to substantiate these charges. 
Your client Peacock's denial (and basis of 
pending appeal) that he fired the 
pistol goes against the DA's contention that 


Rogers supplied the gun to Peacock in the 
first place. 

If Peacock did not shoot at Simon, who 
did? Mr. Simon fled the county immediate- 
ly after Peacock was arrested and the DA 
has been unable to locate him as a witness. 
Mr. Rogers has been under criminal indict- 
ment for over two years and all efforts to 
move forward with a "speedy trial" have 
faced several postponements as assigned 
DAs and judges have rotated on a number 
of occasions. Defense attorney Wilson cites 
the DAs “proof problems" in the dismissal 
of all major felony charges. Maybe that is 
due to the fact that the DA(s) have had no 
case against Rogers and have been reluctant 
to admit their overreaching prosecutorial 
misconduct. 

I would like to suggest another explana- 
tion of what may have transpired. Rogers 
and Simon were bitter enemies involving 
Westport Water District matters. Simon 
lead a successful effort to replace Rogers as 
Board chair. What is not well reported is 
that Rogers successfully sued Simon in 
civil court over illegal Board actions under 
Simon’s control but has been unable to col- 
lect damages because Simon fled town 
without a forwarding address after the court 
ruling. Simon and/or his friends could 
have staged the shooting, through a closed 
door with no hits, to get back at Rogers. 
That’s more of a credible motive than what 
the DA has charged against Rogers.

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Revolving CEOs 


Let's take a stroll down Former Mendo 
CEO Lane, shall we? AII the way back to 
the late "60s when my Uncle Joe 
Scaramella was still Fifth District 
Supervisor and AI Beltrami was hired as 
Mendocino Chief Administrative Officer. 

Beltrami lasted quite a few years, all 
the way up to the early 1990s when he 
sort of prematurely retired, but didn't 
really retire because he took tax-paid jobs 
for the state and for other counties before 
landing back in Mendocino County 
where he double- and then triple-dipped 
as head of the Mendocino County 
Employers Council, a right-wing group 
whose sole public function was to show 
up at the Supervisors Chambers and hoot 
and take potshots at anything that 
remotely smacked of liberality (or is it 
liberalness?). (Never mind that Mendo 
has never done anything remotely liberal, 
in the classic sense of the word.) 

In fact, Mr. Beltrami was MCEC 
President in back in 2000 when the then- 
Supervisors gave themselves their last 
big pay raise, from about $34k/year to 
$48k/year (over four years). At that time 
not so long ago Mr. Beltrami argued 
against the idea the Supervisors trotted 
out -- that the big pay raises are necessary 
to attract “excellent” candidates. 
Beltrami said (then), “Certainly today 
we’ve seen no dearth of candidates for 
those elected offices.” Beltrami also said 
that, “at the very least,” there should be a 
public process by which elected officials 
are given raises. 

After Beltrami’s long tenure we had 
the short-lived tenure of John Freedman, 
a well-intentioned and reasonably intelli- 
gent guy who, in trying to do a few things 
properly, got on the wrong side of three 
Supervisors and found himself “resign- 
ing.” 

Next up was probably the most com- 
petent Chief Administrative Officer the 
County has had in living memory, Mike 
Scannell. A former mortician with a mas- 
ter’s degree in public administration, 
Scannell had the slick personal and man- 
agerial skills to navigate Mendo’s shark- 
infested bureaucratic waters and kept the 
County afloat during the big deficit years 
of the early '90s. At one point the tough- 
minded Scannell even told Sheriff Jim 
Tuso that Tuso couldn't hire any more 
deputies without the express personal 
approval of Scannell. Scannell also won a 
high profile bureaucratic battle with the 
Superior Court Judges when he forced 
the judges to include the court staff in the 
controversial across-the-board employee 
furlough. I'll also never forget the time 
early in Supervisor Delbar's tenure that 
Scannell smoothly explained to 
Supervisor Delbar that if Deerwood

lined Roger’s position as then chairman 
of the Mendocino County Republican 
Central Committee. I guess when you 
get right down to it Kenny Rogers is 
guilty as charged of being an 
openly contentious Republican in coastal 
Mendocino.

Upon his 
departure, Hull colorfully described the 
County's management team as “dysfunc- 
tional," but refused to elaborate. 

Then we got the now famous John

first, the Supervisors raved about Mr. 
Ball and his enthusiasm and experience 
in Portland (where he controversially, 
and very publicly consolidated several 
big departments in ways which the 
Supervisors hoped he could bring to 
Mendocino County.) But the Supervisors 
dropped the Ball when (as has been 
described in excruciating detail by the 
Grand Jury) Ball refused to sneak a big 
increase into the Supervisors own budget 
via the back door. When Ball insisted that 
the Supes would have to put it on the 
agenda and vote on it, Ball was bounced 
on the spot, just a short time after his con-

The Devil's in the details 


In 1971, Gerald Mayo had reached a low 
point in his life. The records do not explain 
exactly how, but in some way or another Mayo 
had become a prison inmate. Looking around 
for someone to blame, however, he found... 
that person. Acting as his own lawyer, Mayo 
filed a lawsuit against "Satan and His Staff" 
(referring, one would assume, to Satan's throng 
of loyal minions, and not some kind of big 
stick). 

The federal courts jealously guard a prison- 
er's right of “access to the courts," so because 
Mayo was a prisoner, he was permitted to file 
his lawsuit in federal court without paying a 
fee. But there's a catch: If a prisoner wants to 
file a case for free, a federal judge has to decide 
in advance if there is a legal basis for the law- 
suit. 

Mayo's suit ended up before Judge Gerald 
Weber of the federal district court in Erie, 
Pennsylvania, who explained in his ruling that 
Mayo was asking for permission to sue Satan 
because “Satan has on numerous occasions 
caused plaintiff misery and unwarranted 
threats, against the will of plaintiff," and also 
that "Satan has placed deliberate obstacles in 
his path and has caused plaintiff's downfall." 
Unfortunately, that is about as detailed as 
Judge Weber got regarding the factual claims 
in the lawsuit. 


Judicial follies

In an opinion that runs just a few hundred 
words, Judge Weber decided that Mayo’s law- 
suit could not go forward. He did so, oddly 
enough, on procedural grounds. First, Weber 
said, “We [judges like to refer to themselves as 
*we'] question whether plaintiff may obtain 
personal jurisdiction over the defendant in this 
judicial district. The complaint contains no 
allegation of residence in this district" 
(although those acquainted with western 
Pennsylvania could probably point out a few 
likely places to start looking). 

Weber than said that while there was no offi- 
cial case where Satan had been sued (giving 
everyone some clue to his whereabouts) “Шеге 
is an unofficial account of a trial in New 
Hampshire where this defendant filed an action 
of mortgage foreclosure as a plaintiff. The 
defendant in that action was represented by the 
preeminent advocate of that day, and raised the 


defense that the plaintiff was a foreign prince 
with no standing to sue in an American court. 
The defense was overcome by overwhelming 
evidence to the contrary." 

Many people will recognize this as a refer- 
ence to Stephen Vincent Ben's classic short 
story, “The Devil and Daniel Webster," in 
which New Hampshire farmer Jabez Stone, 
frustrated by the hardships of his life, foolishly 
offers to sell his soul to the devil in exchange 
for an easier life. As the cliche has it, when 
Stone speaks of the devil, Satan appears and 
accepts the farmer's Faustian bargain. When 
the devil later returns to collect his payment -- 
Stone's soul -- Daniel Webster steps forward to 
defend the man. Weber, however, said that he 
wouldn't follow this story as precedent. 

Weber then turned to the question of 
whether the case might still be maintained as a 
class action. The “class” would have been all 
the people like Mr. Mayo -- that is, everyone 
who thinks they've ever been misled by Satan. 
Judge Weber admitted that Mayo's lawsuit 
seemed to meet the requirement of a class 
action because "the class is so numerous that 
joinder of all members is impracticable." 
Nevertheless, Weber ruled against Mayo on 
that argument, too. 

Finally, Weber said that Mayo “has failed to 
include with his complaint the required form of

instructions for the United States Marshal for 
directions as to service of process." In other 
words, Mayo didn't give clear enough instruc- 
tions where to serve the lawsuit. Just putting 
“go to hell” on the form apparently would have 
confused a lot of people. 

Given all these problems, therefore, Weber 
decided that Mayo's case could not be allowed 
to proceed. Of course, if Mayo could have 
come up with the money, he could always have 
filed the suit without the judge's permission -- 
so that it would have to have been dismissed 
later on in the process. 

Some years ago, the late comedian Flip 
Wilson was charged with possession of hashish 
found in his luggage at an airport. His case was 
ultimately dismissed by the California 
Supreme Court, which ruled that the search 
that turned up the drugs was illegal. 

And a lucky thing, too. After Judge Weber's 
ruling, if Wilson hadn't gotten the evidence 
thrown out, even he, dressed as his character 
Geraldine Jones, couldn't have defended the 
case by claiming "the devil made me do it."

Defending champ Maria Sharapova stunned at the U.S. Open

NEW YORK — Pay no 
attention to what Maria 
Sharapova said after her U.S. 
Open title defense came to an 
end Saturday. 

This was a case of actions 
speaking far louder than 
words, and the way things 
slipped away, so suddenly and 
stunningly, Sharapova clearly 
was flustered — Бу the 
swirling wind and bright sun, 
by her errant strokes and, most 
of all, by the Krakow Kid 
across the net who kept mov- 
ing way up to receive serves. 

Sharapova reeled off eight 
consecutive games to go up a 
break in the third set, then 
dropped the final six games 
and lost 6-4, 1-6, 6-2 to 18- 
year-old Agnieszka 
Radwanska of Poland in the 
third round, the earliest exit by 
a No. 2-seeded woman at the 
U.S. Open since 1981. 

"[ don't know if it was a 
combination of the circum- 
stance or the wind or the 
opponent playing well. I don't 
know what it was," said 
Sharapova, who double-fault- 
ed a whopping 12 times. “Т 
just didn't quite feel like me 
out there." 

The braces-wearing, big- 
hitting Radwanska isn't exact- 
ly a nobody. She won junior 
championships at the French 
Open in 2005 and Wimbledon 
in 2006, took home her first 
tour title this month and came 
to New York seeded 30th. 


Still, she understood the cir- 
cumstances Saturday. 

“I had nothing to lose. She 
was the favorite — and I think 
she was more nervous," said 
Radwanska, who will fulfill a 
prematch promise to her 
younger sister, this year's 
Wimbledon junior champion, 
by buying them matching 
Louis Vuitton handbags to 
celebrate the upset. 

She wasn't the only 18- 
year-old from Eastern Europe 
who pulled off a big win 
Saturday: Victoria Azarenka 
of Belarus beat 1997 champi- 
on Martina Hingis 3-6, 6-1, 6- 
0, and Agnes Szavay of 
Hungary eliminated No. 7 
Nadia Petrova 6-2, 6-3. Plus, 
16-year-old Tamira Paszek of 
Austria knocked off No. 11 
Patty Schnyder 4-6, 6-4, 7-6 
(1). All of which means 2004 
U.S. Open champion Svetlana 
Kuznetsova has to like her 
chances in the bottom half of 
the draw. 

“You can see the new gen- 
eration coming up," Hingis 
said. "They're very danger- 
ous. I knew it's not going to be 
easy. My mom texted me. She 
said, 'Watch out.” 

Sharapova had lost a com- 
bined two games in her first 
two matches, but could have 
used some similar advice 
before facing Radwanska. If 
that was the most surprising 
result of the tournament so far, 
what happened later in Arthur 
Ashe Stadium almost would 
qualify: Three-time reigning 


men's champion Roger 
Federer lost a set against 6- 
foot-9 American wild-card 
John Isner, who only a few 
months ago was leading 
Georgia to the NCAA team 
title. 

For one glorious set, the 
184th-ranked Isner stayed 
right with the man who’s been 
at No. 1 for a record 187 
straight weeks. And when 
Isner ended a 13-stroke 
exchange with a big forehand 
approach shot, then smacked 
service winners at 134 mph 
and 124 mph, he took that first 
set in a tiebreaker. 

Isner punched the air and 
strutted to the sideline chomp- 
ing on his white towel, while 
his supporters, some in 
Georgia Bulldogs regalia, 
jumped and yelled and barked 
their approval. The partisan 
home crowd rose, too; pretty 
much the only people in their 
seats at the ensuing 
changeover were the family 
and friends in Federer's guest 
box. 

Remember: Federer has 
won 11 Grand Slam titles, 
while Isner has played in three 
Grand Slam matches, all this 
week. 

And then, nearly as quickly 
as Sharapova came unraveled, 
Federer came together. 
Remarkably, he did not make 
an unforced error — not a sin- 
gle one! — during a 105-point 
stretch that included the entire 
second and third sets in his 6- 
7 (4), 6-2, 6-4, 6-2 victory. 


Federer even conjured up a 
lob that curled over the sec- 
ond-tallest man on tour and 
landed in a corner. 

"Doesn't happen every 
day," said Federer, trying to 
become the first man since the 
1920s to win this tournament 
four years running. 

He set up a fourth-round 
meeting against Feliciano 
Lopez, who ended the run of 
18-year-old Donald Young of 
the United States by winning 
in four sets. The Federer- 
Lopez winner will take on the 
winner of No. 5 Andy 
Roddick vs. No. 9 Tomas 
Berdych in the quarterfinals. 

Roddick, the 2003 U.S. 
Open champion and runner-up 
to Federer last year, zoomed 
19 aces and zipped past 2002 
Australian Open champion 
Thomas Johansson 6-3, 6-2, 
6-0, then explained to the 
crowd, with a wink and a 
smile, why he was in a hurry. 

“Гуе got to try to find 
myself a hot date later," said 
Roddick, who's dated actress 
Mandy Moore and been 
linked to Sharapova in the 
past, "so I tried to get off the 
court a little faster." 

He's spoken about being 
pleased to see other U.S. men 
making strong showings, tak- 
ing some of the attention 
away. His Davis Cup team- 
mate, No. 6 James Blake, was 
to face Stefan Koubek at 
night, but Young and Isner 
couldn't keep pace on this 
day. 


"The difference between 
that pressure and the pressure 
I have," Roddick explained, 
“is they lose and it’s OK, you 
know?" 

His next opponent, 
Berdych, is best known for 
upsetting Federer at the 2004 
Olympics, and advanced 
Saturday with a 7-6 (2), 6-1, 
7-6 (3) win over Fernando 
Verdasco. 

Now Radwanska has her 
breakout moment, and she did 
it despite looking quite bad in 
the middle of the match. 

"She destroyed me in the 
second set," Radwanska said. 
“But then I woke up." 

She always appeared both- 
ered by one thing or another. 
She started the match without 
a visor, then added one. She 
tried to wait out wind gusts 
before serving, then would 
catch her toss anyway. 

And then there was what 
kept happening before 
Sharapova's second serves. 
Radwanska would walk 
halfway to the service box and 
stand there, before hopping in 
place and then shifting back 
some. It was not only a tactic, 
but also basically an insult, 
akin to saying, “Hey, Maria, 
Im not intimidated by your 
serve in the least." 

Sharapova insisted after- 
ward that didn't rattle her — 
"[ usually don't think about 
where my opponent's stand- 
ing," she sniffed — yet three 
were all of those double- 
faults. 
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Verlander, Granderson lead Detroit Dl Oakland

OAKLAND — Jim 
Leyland constantly reminds 
himself and everybody else 
that Justin Verlander is only 
24 and in his second full 
major league season. 

Leyland, the Tigers’ old- 
school skipper, hardly expects 
Verlander to be perfect or 
carry the team at this stage in 
his career. 

Yet the reigning AL Rookie 
of the Year sure did so 
Saturday. 

Verlander struck out 10 and 
outpitched Dan Haren in their 
third matchup of 2007, and 
Curtis Granderson homered, 
doubled and scored three runs 
to lead the Tigers past the 
Oakland Athletics 6-1. 

“I thought today was some 
of the best stuff he’s had all 
year,” Leyland said. “His fast- 
ball was electric today, as 
good as I’ve seen it. He’s a 
rare dude, because it’s hard to 
find guys 24 years old with an 
electric fastball, electric curve 
and above-average change- 
up.” 

Leyland will give 
Verlander an extra day before 
his next start after the right- 
hander threw a season-high 
128 pitches. 

Detroit tagged Haren (14- 
6) for 11 hits, the most he’s 
given up this year, and 
Verlander’s big day helped the 
Tigers hold ground in their 
chase for the AL Central and 
wild card.

Beem, Weir among leaders when they need it

NORTON, Mass. — Tiger 
Woods, Phil Mickelson and 
Vijay Singh delivered the kind 
of golf everyone expected. 

Mike Weir and Rich Beem 
played the golf they badly 
needed. 

Woods and Mickelson trad- 
ed torrid stretches of birdies 
and eagles Saturday morning 
on the TPC Boston, each post- 
ing a 7-under 64 that thrust 
them into contention in the 
Deutsche Bank 
Championship. 

They were the best two 
scores on a tricky day of 
swirling wind, but not the 
most significant. 

Those belonged to Weir 
(68) and Beem (66), and not 
just because they moved into a 
share of the 36-hole lead with 
Aaron Baddeley in the second 
week of the PGA Tour 
Playoffs. 

Beem is the longest of long 
shots in this FedEx Cup 
finale, who narrowly avoided 
elimination last week at 
Westchester with a tie for sev- 
enth. It isn't getting any easier 
outside Boston, where any- 
thing lower than second place 
will send him home. 

He waited until these play- 
offs to play his best golf of the 
year, and he waited until the 
end of the second round 
Saturday to change his for- 
tunes. Beem birdied his last 
four holes and shared the lead 
at 9-under 133. 

The former PGA champion 
is slowly becoming the sym- 
bol that everyone can dream 
of the $10 million prize for the 
FedEx Cup. 

“Of all the things I could be 
the poster child for, this is not 
the one that I would have 
picked," said Beem, who went 
from 134th to 113th in the 
standings last week, crucial 
because only the top 120 play- 
er qualified for Boston. 

"[t's kind of crazy how it's 
all coming together, but I sure 
am having fun. This is certain- 
ly interesting. I’ve just got to 
keep trying to make some 
putts, and who knows?" 


Weir needs to finish in the 
top five to have any chance of 
moving into the top 70 in the 
playoff standings and advance 
to the BMW Championship 
outside Chicago. This is the 
first time since a year ago at 
Pebble Beach that Weir has 
been atop the leaderboard 
through 36 holes, and the 
Canadian has gone three years 
without winning. 

That weighs more on him 
than the FedEx Cup. 

“I just want to play well for 
myself," Weir said. “It’s been 
a while since Гуе hoisted a 
trophy, and more than any- 
thing, that’s what I’m con- 
cerned about. That would get 
me into next week.” 

Weir built a two-shot lead, 
but gave back two shots on his 
last two holes. His tee shot on 
the par-3 eighth missed to the 
green to the right and led to 
bogey, and his approach on 
the ninth went just over the 
green, leaving him a downhill 
look at the hole that took him 
three shots to get down. He 
still shot a 68 and had few 
complaints. 

Baddeley birdied his final 
hole for a 66, in contention for 
the second straight year at the 
Deutsche Bank. 

They were at 9-under 133, 
one shot clear of Mickelson, 
Sean O'Hair (66), Brett 
Wetterich (68) and Ryan 
Moore (69). 

Meanwhile, the Big Three 
put on quite a show in round 
two. 

Another large crowd 
chased them around Ше 
course in morning sunshine 
and rarely had a muted 
moment. There were only six 
holes on which no one in this 
glamor group made a birdie, 
and they were a combined 19 
under par. They were a com- 
bined 3 over on Friday. 

“This is what we were hop- 
ing for and kind of expecting 
yesterday,” Mickelson said. 

Lefty was the first to get 
going, chipping in for birdie 
on the 15th, for eagle on the 
18th and finishing a torrid 
eight-hole stretch with a flop

ry at Hazeltine. 

Best of all, he feels as 
though he is playing his best.

square foot mall project. But 
whether there's still a water 
right left on the Masonite site 
is being questioned - after five 
years of non-use you lose a 
water right and Masonite's 
been closed for six. There 
have been complaints sent to 
the state about the assump- 
tions about water on the 
Masonite site and the state 
could easily decide there is 
none. (As for sewer, DDR has 
told people that it will need 
about 900 sewer hookups for 
its project. Well, the Ukiah 
Valley only has about 1,100 
available for the foreseeable 
future. DDR doesn't care. 
They apparently told one local 
person that if they use up all 
our sewer hookups, we'll just 
have to build a new sewer 
plant. Think fees are high 
now? Wait until we have to 
float another bond in a couple 
of years to start another big 
sewer project. DDR will, of 
course have what it wants by 
then and will walk away leav- 
ing anyone who hopes to build 
or add on to a home in the val- 
ley holding the bag.) 

But back to water. The 
developers of a housing project 
at the Forks claimed to have 
rights to 1,400 acre feet of 
water annually on the Russian 
River with which to serve 
more homes and made a deal 
with Millview for the water. 
(To give you a comparison, 
I'm told the City of Ukiah uses 
3,500 acre feet of water a year.) 
Again, a complaint was filed 
with the state and the state just 
recently told these developers 
that no, you have 15 acre feet a 
year, not 1,400. The city of 
Ukiah says it has 15,000 acre 
feet of river water rights but, 
again I’m told, the city still 
buys about 800 acre feet of 
water each year. If they have so 
much unused water, why do 
they buy water? 

These are all things I’m 
hearing from a variety of peo- 
ple who work with water 
issues all the time. The Russian 
River Flood Control District is 
one of the bodies that has been 
raising questions about specif- 
ic water rights people are 
claiming to have. When a 
water right is negated by the 
state, it does not revert to 
someone else, it simply ceases 
to exist. One man I talked to 
said that he thinks there's an 
agenda among some people on 
the RRFCD to stop growth in 
the Valley by reducing the 
water rights available through 
state edict. A member of the 
RRFCD board said he believes 
it's the opposite, that the

RRFCD simply wants to make 
sure that developers are A) not 
blindsided by a lack of water in 
the middle of a project and B) 
that downstream users are not 
left without water because big 
developers come in claiming to 
have water service and later 
when the state inevitably limits 
the water they are long gone. It 
seems to me that the very last 
thing this valley needs is to 
have a lawsuit filed and have 
all of our growth decisions 
being made by Superior Court 
judges for the next ten years. 

It seems to me that we do 
need to figure out a way to find 
out really what is out there. It 
seems to me that we should 
start moving to a valley-wide 
political water body rather than 
having all these little water dis- 
tricts all agreeing to serve peo- 
ple when they don't have the 
water. Already Redwood 
Valley, Millview and Hopland 
are all under state-ordered 
water moratoriums. 

And here's another thought 
someone put in my head today. 

Normally, when a big devel- 
oper wants to come to a town 
and do something in an area 
that is zoned for something 
else, they ask for a zoning 
change and then they normally 
have to do an environmental 
impact report and show what 
the impacts will be and what 
the possible mitigations for 
that are. Then the town or 
county can look at all that and 
make a decision. In the case of 
the Ukiah Valley Area Plan, the 
county is paying for all these 
enormously expensive studies. 
Why? 

Someone suggested why 
not leave the Masonite land in 
industrial zoning for the pur- 
poses of the UVAP, pass the 
UVAP, and then let DDR come 
in and ask for the zoning 
change, putting the financial 
burden on them to do the stud- 
les. 

I can see that that's not very 
good planning, to pass a brand 
new Area Plan and then imme- 
diately invite suggestions to 
change it. I would make the 
argument that in order to pass 
the UVAP the county ought 
really to decide whether it 
wants to change the zoning 
there. However, I’m still won- 
dering why we are doing the 

e Willits e 
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studies instead of DDR since 
they are in such a hurry. 

I am not among those who 
say that the only answer to the 
Masonite property is to leave it 
industrial. I am not automati- 
cally for DDR’s mall either. 
Like a lot of Valley residents I 
have seen the complete lack of 
progress or even effort to find 
some industry to come in and 
use that land. I also believe that 
if some industry that would 
create even the tiniest amount 
of smoke, smell, waste, or an 
uncool product tried to come 
in, the same people insisting on 
leaving the land industrial 
would be demanding the coun- 
ty deny a permit. I also don’t 
know that our downtown 
would be destroyed by more 
retail in the area. I like our 
downtown. I like the small 
shops, the small town feel of it, 
and the shady trees. But 
frankly I wish a lot of these 
stores were open at night and 
on Sundays when I have time 
to shop at them. 

Now, having said all that, I 
really hate the idea that DDR is 
convinced it has the three votes 
needed to do whatever it 
wants. And I am sure that what 
it wants is to put up a big mall 
on the Masonite site as fast and 
cheaply as possible before any- 
one has the time to object to 
the design or the lack thereof, 
or file a lawsuit over the water, 
require them to build their own 
wastewater treatment plant, or 
realize that they are using up 
much of the last of the growth 
resource we have in this valley. 
I am pretty sure that if we 
rezone the Masonite land with- 
out strict rules about what can 
go there, what the design ele- 
ments must be, how much of it 
must be green and include how 
much and what kinds of hous- 
ing, transportation advances 
and other specifics, we're 
going to get a freeway mall 
like every other and DDR will 
be trotting off to the bank. I am 
not against growth. I believe 
we primarily need more hous- 
ing. I believe we can certainly 
use more retail. And I believe 
that the Masonite land is a 
good place to do something 
forward-thinking for our com- 
munity. 

But as soon as we rezone it, 
we have handed over both our 
carrot and our stick. 
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dren (for instance someone 
convicted of rape or indecent 
exposure). Jessica’s Law pro- 
hibits placing any type of sex 
offender in housing within 
2,000 feet of a school or park 
where children may congre- 
gate. 

“One of the natural conse- 
quences of Jessica’s Law was 
that it places large parts of the 
community off limits,” Sessa 
said. 

A more stringent law, pre- 
vious to Jessica’s Law, limits 
high risk child molesters from 
living within half a mile from 
a school or park. 

The Ramada Inn on 
Talmage is far enough away 
from such places to make it 
among the few places in the 
Ukiah Valley under the law 
where paroled sex offenders 
can be temporarily placed, 
Sessa said. 

He explained that the 
placement of sex offenders at 
the motel is considered tem- 
porary, while the parolee finds 
other housing. One parolee 
may be at the motel for a 
month, while others may be 
there just a few days, replaced 
by others as they are paroled. 
He said the state has used a 
variety of motels in the Ukiah 
area in the past, but as of now 
only has sex offenders housed 
at the Ramada. 

According to a spokes- 
woman at the Ramada Inn, the 
state pays $79 per day, the 
regular daily rate for any 
room. That means a sex 
offender living at the Ramada 
Inn will cost the taxpayers 
more than $2,300 a month. 
The spokeswoman said she 
was aware that they housed 
state parolees and had no 
problem with it “as long as 
they're decent." 

Without such contracts, the 
state - which normally does 
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not pay for housing parolees - 
had feared the sex offenders 
would become homeless and 
less easy to track. 

Sessa said the state has 
recently changed its policy on 
paying for the temporary 
housing and has informed all 
its parolees that as of the end 
of September there will be no 
more money coming from the 
Department of Corrections for 
housing. 

“Tt was a well-intended pol- 
icy but probably an errant one 
when we started subsidizing 
the housing,” Sessa said. “We 
hope other social services 
agencies out there will pro- 
vide.” 

That means these offenders 
may have to tap local and state 
indigent housing funds for 
help or become homeless and 
possibly begin showing up at 
homeless shelters. 

“If they end up homeless, 
we also have a parole proce- 
dure where they are required 
to come to the parole office 
every day to document to us 
where they spent the night,” 
Sessa said, adding that those 
who are required to carry 
global positioning system - or 
GPS - tracking devices can 
recharge them at local parole 
offices. 

Sessa said that while 
paroled sex offenders are not 
always child molesters, in this 
case the six sex offender 
parolees currently at the 
Ramada Inn have all been 
convicted of lewd and lascivi- 
ous conduct with a minor 
under 14 - or child molesting. 
One of the six is considered a 
high risk offender. 

АП sex offenders go 
through a clinical screening 
four months before their 
parole date to determine their 
risk level. Once they are let 
out of prison, all are super- 
vised by local parole agents, 
and Sessa said they are 
required to meet a range of 
conditions more stringent than 
that of other convicts on

parole. Those conditions can 
include: No contact with vic- 
tims, curfews, mandatory 
treatment, and places they are 
not allowed to go in the com- 
munity. High risk offenders 
have even more restrictive 
conditions and are generally 
supervised by parole agents 
with 20 or fewer parolees to 
keep track of. 

Sessa said the state has put 
up sex offenders in similar 
motels in cities throughout the 
state, including Fort Bragg 
and Willits. 

Under Megan's Law - the 
law requiring public access to 
sex offender registration lists - 
the California Department of 
Justice maintains lists of sex 
offenders and where they live. 
The Megan's Law listing for 
the Ukiah area does not list 
any sex offenders at 601 
Talmage Road, the address of 
the Ramada Inn. Sessa said 
that is probably because it is 
considered temporary hous- 
ing. 

The DOJ site indicates 
there are 180 sex offenders 
living in Mendocino County, 
about 117 of them in the 
inland county area. Some 55 
sex offenders are listed in the 
Ukiah zip code, one in 
Talmage, one in Calpella, nine 
in Redwood Valley, two in 
Potter Valley and four in 
Hopland. 

Farther afield are listings 
for sex offenders in Willits 
(25), Philo (1), Boonville (3), 
Covelo (9), Laytonville (7) 
and Fort Bragg (24). 

АП sex offenders have to 
register their status with local 
law enforcement. Not all sex 
offenders are parolees. Some 
sex offenders are probationers 
who have not been to prison. 
Others have served their time 
or their probation and are on 
the sex offender list, since 
with few exceptions sex 


offenders are listed for life. 
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It takes a community to salvage an event 


For over two decades I 
have been enjoying the fire- 
works display while sitting in 
the bleachers at the Redwood 
Empire Fairgrounds. 

That location has always 
donated its facility to the 
Ukiah Chamber of 
Commerce who was the 
agency that took on this 
event. 

In the early years, you saw 
booths of food, drinks and 
souvenirs by the local non- 
profits lined up along the 
path to the arena. 

I remember taking a tray 
of drinks into the stands (rep- 
resenting a local club) and 
selling them as they do in the 
ball games, and others sold 
popcorn and candy the same 
way. At one time they had a 
reasonably priced barbecue 
near the pond going a few 
hours before the fireworks to 
bring in more people. 

There were lots of spon- 
sors - the price was about $4 
to $6 a person, and you paid 
for parking (run by another 
non-profit). 

Throughout the years, the 
state's rules changed the fair- 
ground's policies. A vendor 
was contracted to supply the 
food and drinks exclusively 
for all fairground events 
including the fourth of July. 
Not a big deal, because the 
people still came, the fire- 
works were still good, and it 
was worth the thrill to see the 
Color Guard reverently pass 
by with the American Flag 
held by veterans who walked 
onstage as we saluted our 
flag. Great patriotic music 
was heard and people danced 
on the lawns, families spread 
out their blankets and lawn 
chairs and it was another 
great Ukiah happening. 

Funding this great event 
was always a problem. The 
Chamber would get help 
from sponsors whose list 
dwindled every year. 

Sometimes the City 
helped, and then in later 
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years the casinos, corpora- 
tions and larger businesses 
were very generous in their 
donation to support the fire- 
works. Still it was a losing 
proposition. 

The sponsor money barely 
covered the cost of the fire- 
works crew. It costs an enor- 
mous amount of money to 
bring them here for a decent 
show. 

Attendance was crucial 
and so prices had to go up 
(what hasn't in 20 years?). 
The Chamber tried family 
packages, offered free park- 
ing, John Bogner of Selzer 
Realty was there dressed as 
Uncle Sam no matter how 
hot it was and handed out a 
large *made in the USA" 
American flag to all. So there 
were benefits. The Chamber 
tried many variations to gain 
attendance. Some stores paid 
for a block of tickets and you 
could pick them up at the 
store for a discounted entry 
or sometimes even a free 
entry. 

In the end, over 35 percent 
of the viewers of the fire- 
works never walked through 
the entry gate and paid an 
admission fee to support the 
fireworks. 

They watched from the 
railroad tracks across the 
street, or at neighboring 
homes or along State Street 
near the fairgrounds. 

There has to be a way to 
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bring these people on site for 
a paid admission. 65 percent 
of the community plus many 
businesses and organizations 
should not pay for their 
enjoyment of the event. 

I realize that young fami- 
lies may have a problem pay- 
ing four or five admissions, 
yet I can see them at other 
events, pizza parlors, and 
with costly electronic toys 
which tells me that money is 
spent easily for some things - 
why not this once a year 
family event for the commu- 
nity honoring our freedom? 

I don’t know how Ukiah 
Speedway, considered a 
small business, afforded the 
expenses to fully fund a com- 
munity event of this magni- 
tude and expect to survive. 

The owner openly pleaded 
with the audience on July 4th 
to write their supervisors and 
council members to support 
the event next year. I don’t 
blame them. Why should a 
privately owned business 
fund such an event? The pub- 
licity is good, but that cannot 
possibly justify the costs. 

After speaking to the 
owner of Ukiah Speedway, 
she sadly confirmed that they 
could no longer afford it and 
that there will not be any 
fireworks in 2008 unless 
someone else takes it over. 

She asked if I could in this 
column, ask you, the citizens 
to write letters to the City of 
Ukiah and County of 
Mendocino, and their visitor 
bureau agencies to take over 
the fireworks display and 
event. 

The fairgrounds fee is 
already funded - which is a 
huge amount, and a joint 
effort should be attempted to 
really come up with a plan 
that will fully support the 
fourth of July at the fair- 
grounds. 

I am sure that sponsors 
will help as they do with 
other City, county and com- 
munity events, but to only 


depend on business entities 
alone in unfair. 

Meanwhile on July 4, 
2007 the Ukiah Speedway 
took over a $5,000 loss, even 
with the help of major spon- 
sors Coyote Valley Shodakai 
Casino, Vogel's RVs, and 
Scott Field Executive Hotels. 
Additional sponsors were 
Rona's Quality Construction, 
Local Flavor - Bake House, 
and Dave Hull Insurance 
Company. 

The Felt Tips put on a 
wonderful performance at no 
charge, and hundreds of dol- 
lars from private citizens and 
small businesses came in, 
including many anonymous 
people who overpaid at the 
gate just to fatten the kitty. 

If there is another event at 
the fairgrounds, the City 
needs to provide some lead- 
ership and direction for exit- 
ing the parking areas. It is a 
nightmare trying to get out of 
the two exits. 

If they would just open up 
both ingoing and outgoing 
fairground lanes on the North 
State Street Exit (since no 
one is going into the fair- 
grounds at closing) and have 
officers placed at both exits 
directing traffic, over 30 
minutes could have been cut 
off just sitting in your car 
waiting to go home. This one 
factor could be one reason 
people don't attend, especial- 
ly with small children that 
need to go to school the next 
day. 

There are many bugs and 
improvements to work out 
but it will take a collabora- 
tion of people and agencies, 
and should never fall on the 
shoulders of one business. 

I agree with Ukiah 
Speedway to write letters. 
This is my public letter to the 
City and County, will yours 
arrive soon to these local 
governments? Remember, 
Out of the Mud, Grows the

Talking 'elstuoba' with my good friend Briton 


The early computer pioneer Alan 
Turing thought a good test of a com- 
puter’s intelligence would be if you 
couldn’t tell whether you were deal- 
ing with a human or a computer dur- 
ing, say, an extended e-mail 
exchange. To pass the Turing Test, 
the computer would have to answer 
and ask questions, understand slang 
and have a lively sense of humor. 

It would also have to be rude, 
unpleasant and irrational at times, or 
people would guess right away that 
they were talking to a computer and 
not a human. 

To pass the Turing Test, a com- 
puter could not reply, “You mis- 
spelled ‘mother’” to the message 
“My mothre just died.” It would 
have to understand the message and 
respond in a sympathetic way. 

Turing came up with his test 57 
years ago, and I’m not sure whether 
any computers have met his chal- 
lenge. However, most computers 
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aren't designed to fool humans that 
way any more than a wrench is 
designed to remove screws. Acting 
human is not a goal to which com- 
puters aspire, so the test is never 
really applicable. 

I say the true test of a computer's 
intelligence is how it handles spam. 
If a computer can tell that an e-mail 
from someone with the unlikely 
name of Briton Elveros with a sub- 
ject line of “elstuoba” is junk mail 
and the monthly statement from my 
cable TV company is not, it passes. 
I will buy that program. 
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Based on this simple test, most 
programs are complete failures. 
While mine correctly put the 
“elstuoba” message in the trash, it 
also put an e-mail from an old friend 
and this month's phone bill in the 
trash. I have to go through the trash 
box every few days to reclaim the 
misfiled mail, including e-mail from 
services I subscribe to. 

How do I know Briton Elveros is 
a fake name? I don’t. But I’m pretty 
sure I don't know anyone named 
Briton Elveros, so why should I 
read his e-mail, especially when he 
(or she) wants to talk about elstuo- 
ba? I knew it was bogus right away, 
but my computer probably had to 
exert a good deal of effort trying to 
figure out how fishy it was. 

Sometimes I wish my mail pro- 
gram would throw out the junk mail 
but save the names of the senders 
for me. Fake names like Weldon 
Gomez, Carmen Sweeny, Humberto 


Yang and Kenny Hinkle might come 
in handy if I ever decide to write 
crime fiction. 

So here's where we stand: We 
have programs that can send a 
spacecraft to Alpha Centauri, pro- 
grams that run giant factories, and 
programs that search millions of 
fingerprints in a few moments -- but 
none that can figure out that Mrs. 
Achabe from Nigeria really isn't 
going to share $130 million with 
me. 

No program can tell the differ- 
ence between the "urgent" in the 
subject line of an e-mail that means 
"absolutely, positively, completely 
non-urgent" and the "urgent" that 
means get to school right away, 
your child is sick. The difference 
between the two is something 
humans can do almost without 
effort. 

Today, with all my e-mail filters 
in place, I received an e-mail from 


Rizan Kougias whose subject line 
was “keeping your girlfriend 
happy." Why doesn't my computer 
know I'm married and don't have a 
girlfriend? Even if I did have a girl- 
friend, I’m not sure Rizan's advice 
was such a sure thing. It turns out 
that "keeping your girlfriend 
happy" did not involve buying her a 
dozen long-stemmed roses or taking 
her to dinner and a movie but some- 
thing spectacularly personal, crude 
and vulgar. 

I had to tell the computer not to 
accept mail from Rizan ever again. 
But why did it think I wanted that 
message in the first place? Maybe 
the hard part of the Turing Test is 
not getting computers to act human, 
but getting humans to act human.

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Making the most of your employer's offerings

If you think your paycheck 
shows your worth to your 
employer, you could be sell- 
ing yourself seriously short. 
The latest issue of Consumer 
Reports’ Money Adviser 
reveals that only 80.6 percent 
of total compensation in the 
United States goes to wages 
and salaries. The rest pays for 
employee benefits, such as 
retirement plans, health and 
disability insurance and other 
perks. So if you’re not taking 
full advantage of your 
employee benefits, you’re 
walking away from some of 
your compensation. 

But maximizing those 
perks may not be easy. Here 
are some tips to help you 
make the most of your bene- 
fits: 

e Retirement plans: 
Topping the employee-bene- 
fits list, from the standpoint of 
dollars spent, are retirement 
benefits, which account for 46 
percent of the total, according 
to Consumer Reports’ Money 
Adviser. That's where the 
money is, so you should be 
sure to get the full value from 
your company's 401(k) or 
similar plan. Unfortunately, 
other parties might already be 
reaping rewards from your 
retirement plan, as the fees in 
401(k)s may significantly 
decrease participants’ retire- 
ment savings. For example, if

your 401(k) plan’s investment 
offerings include variable 
annuities or funds that carry 
12b-1 fees, you may be pay- 
ing more than you should to 
save for retirement. What to 
do: If your company has a 
high-cost 401(k), you should 
contribute at least enough to 
get any employer-matching 
contribution. If you qualify 
for traditional IRA deductions 
or for Roth IRA contributions, 
those are better choices than 
unmatched contributions to a 
high-cost 401(k) plan. 

* Health benefits: Most 
employers offer at least two 
types of health plans: one with 
a preferred-provider organiza- 
tion (PPO) and another with a 
health-maintenance organiza- 
tion (HMO). PPOs contract 
with doctors, hospitals and 
other providers, whom mem- 
bers must use in order to avoid 
higher co-payments. 
Generally, there are annual 
deductibles to meet before the 
plan will pay benefits. HMOs 
offer members a range of 
health benefits for a monthly 
fee with no deductibles or 
maximums. A member who 
goes outside the HMO with- 
out referral from a primary- 
care doctor may be responsi- 
ble for the cost of services 
received What to do: Review 


reports и 


your claims history and make 
a projection for the coming 
year. See how the costs of pre- 
ventive-care and prescription- 
drug expenses are likely to be 
covered in each of the plans, 
and compare monthly premi- 
ums and out-of-pocket costs. 
Some companies, meanwhile, 
offer a low-cost, high- 
deductible health plan coupled 
with a health savings account, 
which is designed to allow 
workers to save for current 
and postretirement qualified 
medical expenses tax-free. 

* Disability insurance: 
Disability insurance provides 
you with income if you're 
unable to work. Generally, 
group long-term disability 
benefits start when short-term 
benefits are exhausted and 
continue anywhere from five 
years to life. Those benefits 
replace about 60 percent of 
salary. In some cases, group 
disability is fully paid for by 
employers. In others, employ- 
ers fund a basic plan and 
employees can buy supple- 
mental coverage. What to do: 
Someone in good health might 
do better looking beyond the 
group coverage to the individ- 
ual market for supplemental 
disability coverage. A policy 
you purchase on your own 
may not only be more liberal 


in approving benefits but will 
also be portable, so you can 
retain coverage if you change 
jobs. If you decide to purchase 
individual coverage, pay the 
premiums with after-tax dol- 
lars. That way, any disability 
benefits you receive won't be 
taxed. 

* Life insurance: Your 
employer may offer some free 
life insurance, as well as the 
opportunity to buy more cov- 
erage through a group plan. 
What to do: If you have health 
problems, use the group plan. 
It will have limited, if any, 
screening for medical condi- 
tions. You might not be able to 
get outside coverage or it 
might be too costly. If you're 
healthy, consider passing up 
the group plan in favor of 
individual coverage. 
Individual policies may have 
premiums that are guaranteed 
for up to 20 years, while group 
premiums rise as you get 
older. An additional caveat 
about group plans: If a group 
policy can't be converted to 
individual coverage when you 
leave the company, it could be 
disastrous, especially if you 
have medical issues. Instead, 
your group life insurance 
might be used to provide cov- 
erage for purposes such as 
making sure your college-age 
kids can finish their educa- 
tion.

Industry playing with performance measurements 


Admit it: When you are selecting 
mutual funds, you fall into that old trap of 
relying on past performance, don't you? 

You've heard me say for years -- and 
you've seen it printed in every fund 
prospectus -- that"past performance does 
not guarantee future results." 

Still, when making their investment 
decisions, most consumers continue to 
look only at the"report cards" issued by 
Morningstar and other ratings services. 
It's just too easy. 

I've been using this column lately to 
highlight the retail mutual fund industry's 
questionable business practices. For this 
column, ГІЇ show you three ways in 
which the industry takes advantage of the 
public's obsession with ratings and"past 
performance." 


* Closet indexing: Many investors 
wonder whether you should buy index 
funds or actively managed funds. Index 
funds are funds that largely mimic the 
Standard and Poor's 500 Stock Index or 
some other common benchmark. People 
like them because they're inexpensive. 

But others choose to spend more 
money for an actively managed fund. 
They are betting that under the direction 
of a savvy and experienced fund manag- 
er, the fund will generate better-than- 
market-average returns. 

Here's the shocker: According to a 
2006 study by Yale University, 1 in 3 
retail mutual funds that claims to be 
“actively managed" in fact, largely mim- 
ics the S&P 500 stock index! 

Investors buy a fund because they 
want to hire a manager who they think 
will beat the S&P -- and they're willing 
to pay up to 10 times more in fees for this 
-- only to discover that their fund might 
simply mirror the S&P 500. 

Why is this happening? Simple: 
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Managers fear that they might not do as 
well as the S&P. And if that happens, you 
would dump the fund. If enough cus- 
tomers do that, the manager will get fired. 
So he figures,’ Pll just mimic the S&P 
and that way my results will be very sim- 
ilar -- and ГЇЇ protect my job.” 

According to a researcher quoted in 
Financial Planning magazine,"There are 
many funds in the closet, charging fees 
for very little active management." 

* Survivorship bias: Retail mutual 
fund companies are happy to tell you how 
they've done overall. If they offer 100 
funds, they'll tell you the average return 
of all of their funds -- ostensibly to 
demonstrate that, overall, they are good 
at managing money. (After all, if only 
one fund did well while 99 fared poorly, 
you'd shy away.) 

Unfortunately, the fund company's 
statistics refer only to their funds that cur- 
rently exist! So if one of their funds has 
been performing poorly for several years, 
the firm simply terminates the fund or 
merges it with another. Thus, the offend- 
ing fund's performance statistics are 
wiped away, as though it never existed. 
This misleads investors into believing 
that a fund company's overall perfor- 
mance is better than it really is. 

In 1995, Lipper Analytical Services 
said that the average annual return for 
retail stock mutual funds in 1986 was 
13.4 percent. Today, though, Lipper says 


the average return for that same year of 
1986 was 14.7 percent. Why the differ- 
ence? In 1995, there was 1986 perfor- 
mance data on 568 retail stock funds; but 
by 2005, only 434 of those funds were 
still in existence. The other 134 funds had 
disappeared -- 24 percent of the total! 
Obviously, those 134 had lower-than- 
average performance records. Thus, the 
current record only reflects the results of 
the funds that still exist. 

When a retail mutual fund terminates, 
it triggers tax liabilities that you must 
pay. Even worse is when a fund is merged 
into another: You find yourself owning 
shares of a fund you might not want. In 
both cases -- termination and merger -- 
you get no advance warning and have no 
say in the matter; the termination or 
merger occurs whether or not you like it. 

* Cloning: If a successful retail mutu- 
al fund closes, the fund company can't 
accept new accounts. To solve that prob- 
lem, it borrows an idea from Hollywood 
and releases a sequel. The XYZ Fund II, 
it tells you, is just as good as the original 
XYZ Fund. Once you look back at the 
performance reports for the original fund, 
you're seduced. 

What isn't touted is the fact that the 
clone fund's objective -- and even its 
manager -- may be different from the 
original, meaning the clone will not per- 
form like the original. That concern is 
irrelevant to the retail mutual fund indus- 
try; they care only that the ploy attracts 
money from investors.

We now have a 
combined income of $300,000 a year. I 
don't want my new husband to pay for 
their education. What are my options for 
the best loans for my children? Am I 
missing some opportunity for them to 
obtain monies? If I pay cash for their 
tuition, do we have tax benefits? If not, 
what is the best thing for me to do for the 
kids? I do have my other home in my 
name only, in case I need to sell for their 
security. -- D.K., via e-mail 

DEAR D.K.: You guys don't have any 
financial problems, only some disagree- 
ment as to how your funds should be han- 
dled. Why not follow the traditional path 
of the husband supporting the family?

income of $235,000 to support the fami- 
ly and, with your $65,000, you should be 
able to put your children through school 
comfortably. I still believe the kids ought 
to take out some loans. This education is 
for them, so why make it totally painless? 

I’m also wondering 
if you guys have a prenuptial agreement. 
If not, you might consider a post-nup, 
since there are obvious differences of 
opinion as to how money should be spent 
and what debts should be entered into. 
DEAR BRUCE: My two siblings and 
I inherited land from our parents. There 
are now two gas wells, another on the 
way, with plans to have all our property 
pooled within the next two years, for a 


total of five wells. For me, the monthly 
income from the two wells is $6,000 per 
month. The future wells will most likely 
have the same monthly income. For long- 
term investment and tax savings, would it 
be more prudent for my husband and I 
(67 and 60 years old) to buy a larger 
house in the $300,000 range with the 
minimum down payment and then rent 
ours for the tax break? Or should we put 
that money into some type of equity- 
indexed annuity? -- P.A., via e-mail 

DEAR P.A.: I don't know where you 
got the idea that buying a house, and then 
renting it, provides a tax break. Under 
present financing, minimum down pay- 
ments are minimally available, no pun 
intended. The overwhelming likelihood 
is that you’re not going to find a decent 
rate. I’m not sure why you are consider- 
ing the purchase of a much larger house 
at this point in your life. In general, 
you’ve got a good income and investing 
in the marketplace, in an intermediate 
range of risk, would be the best long-term 
strategy for people of your age, income 
and worth.

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How to sneak healthy 
stuff into kids’ food 


Because publishers know what a loyal following this column 
enjoys, new books show up on my desk with regularity, with 
requests that I review them for my readers. I am honored at the 
arrival of each one, but not many grab my attention the way 
“The Sneaky Chef” (Running Press, 2007) did. In this book, 
author Missy Chase Lapine has created hundreds of simple 
ways to hide healthy foods in kids’ favorite meals. 

It’s Lapine’s contention that if you want peace at the dinner 
table, you need to hide the foods kids should eat in the dishes 
they will eat. Then give these dishes names that make the kids 
giggle, and you'll be home free. 

Does it work? I asked my editorial assistant, Kristen 
Bergman, to find out. She brewed up a batch of "green juice" 
(pureed spinach) and blended it with vanilla ice cream, milk 
and vanilla extract to make an Earth Day Milk Shake. It turned 
green, but even Kristen, who knew what was in it, couldn't 
detect anything but a yammy vanilla milk shake. 

If you feed picky eaters and you are at your wits end for how 
to move them toward more healthy eating, take a look at “The 
Sneaky Chef" the next time you're at the library or bookstore. 
Until then, here's a tasty sampling: 


Extra sneaky strawberry 
breakfast ice cream 


Just the idea of kids getting away with eating “ice cream" for 
breakfast is bound to bring squeals of joy. Just make sure they 
aren't watching you make it. 


1/4 ripe avocado 

1/2 cup frozen strawberries 
2 tablespoons plain yogurt 

1 tablespoon honey or sugar 


Puree ingredients in blender on high until smooth (or process 
in food processor). Makes about 1-1/2 cups of “ice cream.” 


Breakfast cookies 


2 cups whole-grain cereal flakes, like Wheaties or Total 
3/4 cup Flour Blend (see recipe below) 
1/2 teaspoon baking soda 

1/2 teaspoon salt 

1 teaspoon cinnamon 

] large egg 

1/2 cup brown sugar 

1/4 cup canola oil 

2 teaspoons pure vanilla extract 

3/4 cup low-fat ricotta cheese 
cinnamon sugar for dusting 


Preheat oven to 400 F. Grease baking sheet or line with 
parchment paper. Crush cereal into coarse flakes, and place in 
large mixing bowl along with Flour Blend, baking soda, salt 
and cinnamon. Whisk until well blended. In separate large 
bowl, whisk together egg, sugar, oil, vanilla and ricotta cheese.
